This is, perhaps, the first attempt in Urdu 
alone, to edit a eomprehensive anthology 'on 
the advanced system of the eomparative study 
of eoguate poems. The Collection already 
inelndes more than twelve hundred poems seleet- 
ed from the works of nearly twohundred poets— 
old and new—bearing upon a large variety of im- 
portaut and iuteresting subjects and arranged 
acconiing to the affinity of their subject-matter. 
The Series thus offers, in a convenient form 
what may be called the cream of Urdu Poetry, 
while by the special arrangement of the pieces 
seleeted it provides araple scope for the growth 
and developmeut of critical instinct whieh is 
the sonl of higher literary edncation.
